ONE OF MOST IMPORTANT 


CASES IN HISTORY OF 


TEXAS COMMISSION 


AUSTIN, Aug. 20.—W—The state 


railroad commission opened a hear- 
ing today on perhaps the most'far 
reaching and important case in Its 
history—the application of Texas 
railroads for authority 
to apply 


within the state the new milage 
scale freight rates recently pro- 
mulgated by the Interstate Com- 
merce commission for application 
interstate in the southwest on num- 
erous commodities. 


General effect of the rates, if au- 
thorized for' Texas, would be 'to 
lessen the cost of long hauls and 
increase charges for shorter hauls. 
The rates proposed would apply 
to 'practically1 all important pro- 
ducts except what are known as 
the "heavy moving1' commodities 
fiuch -as cotton, lumber and the like. 
Several Texas shippers affected 
by the probable increase in short 
haul charges are expected to op- 
pose the railroads' application. 
The hearing will last 
several 
days. Direct testimony of the rail- 
roads and shippers favoring their 
proposition will be heard first. 
With more than 150 rate experts, 
lawyers, representatives of cham- 
bers of commerce, shippers bureaus 
and others attending, the hearing 
got under way half an hour late. 
The crowd.was so large, Chairman 
Clarence E. Gilmore of the com- 
mission had the hearing moved to 
the senate chamber. 
U. S. F4wkett of the San Antonio 
chamber of commerce, gave notice 
the shippers will propose elimiha- 
ton of existing differential rate 
schedules, except those deemed im- 
perative for short or weak rail- 
roads.. Differentials are rates add- 
ed to the prevailing common rates. 
H. B. Cummlngs, assistant chair- 
man of the Texas 
tariff 
bureau, 
Dallas, declared the railroads will 
noht waive their privilege of. 10 
days notice on any commodity rate 
change not specifically included in 
the scope of his hearing. • 
At a meeting of shippers before 
the hearing opened, Ed P. Byars of 
the Fort Worth freight bureau was 
elected chairman of a committee 
to arrange the program of freight 
commodities to be taken up one by 
one in the hearing. This commit- 
tee will work with a railroad com- 
mittee. 
Monday forenoon was taken up 
with preliminary 
statements by 
shippers' 
representatives 
as to 
what they expect to oppose or ad- 
vocate in the way of rate changes. 
These statements fere of a highly 
technical nature, couched in gener- 
al terms.

Richard Burdon Haldane, crcat 
cd first viscount of Cloan in 1911 
was born in Scotland in 1856 of an 
old Scotch family.

Britain Mourns Statesman. 


LONDON, Aug. 
20.—W— The 
death of Viscount 
Haldane 
of 


Cloan has thrown 
Britain Into 
mourning for a man who though 
"treated with the basest ingrati- 
tude by his country," as ex-Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George put it, never- 
theless is recognized as having 
been one of the greatest war min- 
isters Britain ever produced. 
Lord Haldane, in his seventy- 
second year, died of a heart at- 
tack at his home in Cloan yester- 
day. 
Lord Haldane entered the Btjit- 
ish cabinet in 1905 as secretary ol 
state for war which portfolio he 
retained until he was named Lord 
High Chancellor of England in 
1912. While head of the war office, 
perceiving tho eventuality of Brit- 
ain being involved in a war with 
Germany, he brought about a re- 
vision of the British general staff 
and the creation of a new army of 
"Territorials." This reorganization 
permitted Britain to send a strong 
expeditionary force 
to 
France 


within a few days after the great 
war began. 
But despite his foresight in pre- 
paring for the eventuality of war, 
Lord Haldane retained a love for 
German scholarship that excluded 
him from 
the coalition cabinet 


formed in 1915 to carry on the war. 
His declaration that "Germany is 
my spiritual home" is credited with 
having forced him from the cabi- 
net and resulted in a popular mis- 
understanding of his attitude. 
Winston Churchill described Hal- 
dane as one of the "very few great 
war ministers" that Britain ever 
has produced.

COTTON PICKING TO 
GET UNDER WAY THIS 


WEEK OVER COUNTY 


FIGURES EXPLAINED PLACE 


NAVARRO'S CROP AT 
ABOVE 91,000 BALES 


Cotton picking is expected 
to 


start in all sections of the county 
this week and various estimates on 
tho production are 
being made. 
These estimates run from 90.000 to 
well over 100,000 bales. Those es- 
timates, of course, are made with 
the idea in view that normal con- 
ditions will prevail. 


There are various methods 
of 


arriving at the 
estimates 
given. 


Some people can walk across 
a 


cotton field and make an off-hand 
guess which will be very near cor- 
rect. Their experience and 
ob- 


servance having 
taught 
them 


how to figure the production. Oth- 
ers say after inspecting a field that 
is a little better or not quite so 
good as the preceding year 
and 
base their estimates on previous 
production. 


Estimates 
on the county as a 


whole are made after the farmers 
get together and discuss c3ndttions 
in their respective 
communities 


and after men who are interested 
make a careful survey of 
trie 


county. 
' 
Some of the most interested men 


make their estimates after 
they 


have closely inspected the crops 
and have completed a careful cal- 
culation based on acourat.o infor- 
mation gained through years 
of 


this work. 


Here is one method used in 
ar- 


riving at an estimate of the cotton 
crop in Navarro county thla year: 


A square acre is used as' the 


basis of tho calculation. 
In a sq uare acre there as 70 


row? 70 yards .long and if the cot- 
ton is chopped to one. stalk every 
12 inches, there will be 210 stalks 
to tho row. 
This number is ar- 


rived at by multiplying the number 
of inches in a yard, 36, by the num- 
ber of yards In a row, 70, then di- 
viding by the 
distance 
between 


stalks, 12 inches. 
If there are 210 stalks on one 


row and they average five bolln

If a loss of 10 per cent is figured 


for bollies, which require consid- 
erable more lint than when pic/cd 
and for the loss in weight in co> 
ton that stays open a long time 
before it is picked, the production 
will be reduced bv 10,200 bales, 
making the total production 91,010. 


A careful survev will show that 


most of the cotton in this county 
is equal to the average on which 
this compilation is made. In somo 
sections there are more tnan the 
average of five bolls to the sfalk 
while In others it will hardly hold 
that average.

W, W. Harris, local attorney, pre 
sided at the meeting, and present- 
ed the Hon. Rufus Hardy to Intro- 
duct the speaker. 


In his introduction, Judge Hardy 


said that three years ago he retir- 
ed entirely from public life, but 
at infrequent intervals he felt call- 
ed upon' to' return for short per- 
iods. He stated, that in this in- 
stance he came back because the 
speaker of the evening had been 
campaigning agninst a peculiar op- 
ponent because he was a democrat 
running on a republican ticket. 


Al .Smith and Woodrow Wilson 
ideas on the prohibition issue were 
not good enough for Tom Love, he 
asserted, and the latter had adopt- 
ed a "holler than thou" attitude 
that was principally the result of 
prejudice. He asserted that if Love 
could not agree with Smith on the 
issue 
then 
he would not 
have 
agreed with Jefferson Davis, John 
H. Reagan, Charles A. Culbertson, 
James Stephen 
Hogg 
and other 
leading statesmen. 


Judge Hardy declared that he 
knew that Al Smith would support 
and uphold the conditions 
laid 


down by the constitution of the 
United Stater'and the laws made 
under its provisions. He referred 
to the meeting now in session at 
Carlottesville, Va., where in 
the 
shade of Thomas Jefferson, people 
dared to say 
that no Catholic 
should be allowed to hold the high- 
est office of the land. 
Religious Bigotry Traced. 


The ' speaker briefly traced the 


zig-zag course of religious bigotry 
through several decades, declaring 
the prohibition issue was a smoke 
•screen'for'religious prejudice. He 
stated that »s far back as he could 
remember/ two 
sections of 
the 
country were always democratic— 
Texas and Tammany, and he ex- 
pected them to remain that way. 
He then introduced the Hon. Barry 
Miller of Dallas, lieutenant govern- 
or of the state of Texas. 
In his opening remarks, Miller

prises, such as the agricultural pro- 
gram, which seek to increase the 
purchasing power of the buying 
public. Organizations Of Corsicana 
represented largely by business 
men, 
are rededicating • themselves 
to these policies. 


Clyde Foster, associate chairman 
of the committee, has presided at 
the conferences in the absentee of 
Chairman Sydney Marks. 
"At the suggestion 
of 
Festus 
Pierce president of the Retail Mer- 
chants association, the Trade Ex- 
tension committee for the past four 
weeks has held a series of confer- 
ences and made investigation of 
unusual plans to attract business. 
It was pointed out by Mr. Pierce 
that certain towns of Texas have 
been in the habit of offering large 
prises as a co-operative method 
among the merchants of enticing 
grossly misinformed or they are

INTERNATIONAL SPOTLIGHT 
TURNED ON PARIS; STATESMEN 
OF WORLD GATHER ON TREATY

statesmen of fifteen nations will 
gather to affix signatures to the 
Kellogg pact renouncing war as an 
instrument of national policy. The

Advocates of disarmament have 


appeared regularly in the discus- 
sions that have preceded the sign- 
ing.
